INAUGURAL ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT. 

The President then delivered the following Inaugural Ad- 
dress : 

Gektlemen : By a very proper custom, it has almost 
become the duty of a President of this Board, upon assum- 
ing the responsibilities of his office, to present such facts 
and intimations to you as he may regard best calculated to 
promote the welfare of the schools <;ommitted to your charge, 
and to insure economy in the disbursement of school moneys. 

I shall, therefore, concisely refer to such subjects as will 
at oiice impress upon your minds the importance and magni- 
tude of the trust committed to your care, not merely as 
controllers of the school moneys, but of that which is still 
more significant, jthe intelligence, morality, and truth of the 
children of this great city. 

The expenses of the school system for the year ending 
December 31st, 1864, were as follows :

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Amount set apart for gchool purposes for the year 1864, 

was. $1,787,043 84 

Amount expended and appropriated 1,990,639 83 

Excess of jQxpenditure and appropriations over 
the fund • $203,596 00 

The excess of $203,596 was mainly caused by the appro- 
priations to erect two large school buildings in the Sixteenth 
and Eighteenth Wards, respectively, where additional school 
accommodations hare been demanded for years. 

Three school buildings were completed during the year 1864 : 

One in the Fourth Ward, one in the Seventh Ward, and 
one in the Eighth Ward. 

The amount of expenditures for the erection of School 
Buildings being added to the annual current expenses of the 
schools, makes the amount assume a fomaidable aspect, yet 
it should be considered that these building^ are for fuiure as 
well as present use, and are permanent and duraMe public 
improvements, and in estimating the expense of the system, 
should not be considered as an annual expense of conducting 
otir schools. 

The school property acquired by the Board of Education 
since its organization in 1842, is worth $5,000,000, the title 
to which is vested in the Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty 
of the city of New York. 

The schools are with a few exceptions in Grammar Depart- 
ments, crowded to repletion, and in some parts of the city 
hundreds of primary childrei;! have been refused admissiopi to 
the schools during the past year for want of room, and these 
refusals were almost invariably in districts inhabited by the 
poorer class of people who have no means of educating their 
offspring except in the public schools. This should not be. 
The doors of the school-house should be open to all. No 
man in this great city should have the excuse that his child 
could not be educated because it was refused admission to 
a public school. 
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The Comptroller's budget has one large item of expeildi- 
ture for protection against crime ; the best way to 4>b¥iate 
it, is to build school-rhouses. '^ The one acts by coercion, 
the other by prevention." 

This Board has gone to the utmost of its resources in fur- 
xiishing school facilities. It is limited ixx its expenditures by 
arbitrary laws, and has been so limited since its organisation. 
The imperative demands for more schools, the greatly en- 
lianced value of building material, books, fuel, &c., and, in 
lact, every essential to conduct a school, not omitting the 
xiecessity of compensating the teachers and other employes 
cufficiently, not only to give them bread to eat, but to pro- 
cure and retain the best of talent and integrity, wUl require 
«a amendment to the act in relation to common schools in this 
city, so as to grant resources to the Boan}, sufficient to meet 
"(he emergency in which it is placed by the unhappy eondi- 
iiion of our country. A bill has been prepared embracing 
en that is necessary, and I have no doubt but that the 
li^slature will, upon a proper presentation of the &ct8, 
cheerfully pass it.

It is shown by the above statement, that the citizens of 
this city are large contributors to the educational wants of 
the rest of the state. My reason lor presenting the fore- 
going statement to you is principally to show that while this 
city contributes so freely to the state, those who control the 
legislature have voted special appropriations from the school 
fund, to provide normal instruction [for teachers in the cen- 
tre and northern part of the state, whfle the city of New 
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York and its vicinity, have never received one dollar in this 
way, or been benefited by the echooLs created by audi appro- 
^ropriations. 

Although it is manifest to all interested in educational 
affiiirs, if any special legislation should take place in favor of 
localities, this city is entitled to it. I trust that this Board 
will take measures to secure to this locality its full share of 
appropriations for such purposes. 

One other matter I shall allude to, which deserves the 
earnest attention of this Board. It is that of the vagrant 
children who are roaming about our streets without any 
guide or protection from ignorance and crime. Some means 
should be provided by which they can be saved from a life 
of infamy. The subject is one eminently proper for this 
Board to consider. It is your duty to carefully examine the 
subject, and to suggest a remedy for the evil. 

The amendments to the school acts in reference to this 
city, passed at the last session of the Legislature, have just 
gone into effect. It will^ therefore, be impossible to say what 
good will be derived from them. It is my opinion that they 
will be beneficial to the schools and tend to economy. In 
this connection, I think it proper to commend his honor the 
Maydr, for his judicious selection of inspectors of common 
schools under the provisions of the neW law, they being all 
competent and worthy citizens. 

You are charged with the supervision of the educational 
concerns of two hundred thousand children, on whose in- 
struction and well-being all the prospects and hopes of their 
future depend. You have also the control of the expendi- 
ture of the school moneys ; both are sacred trusts. Let 
your action be such during the coming year, as to command 

the esteem of all good citizens.

That the amount of the School Fund, submitted to the 
Board of Supervisors and the Board of Finance, in Novem^ 
ber last, and estimated as required, is one million, eight 
hundred and forty-eight thousand, five hundred and. eight 
dollars, and fifty-eight cents (#1,848,508 58), and your 
.Committee present herewith an estimate of the necessary 
division of this fund for the general purposes of the year, 
dividing it into such proportions as the allowances made by 
the by-laws and the expenditures heretofore made, under 
these allowances, and for other geiferal purposes, call for, but 
confining each amount, in consequence of the limited amount 
of the fund, to what will be absolutely required, in their 
opinion, fixing these amounts below the estimated allowances 
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ftnd the elpenditUf^ of last yeat for i;he sam^ itenis. Dh^ 
larse itemg in the division^ exclusive of the deficit of 1864 
and the support of the Free Academy, are for the salaries of 
teachers and janitors, supplies through the Depository, the in- 
cidental expenses of the W ards and for the Evening Schools, 
expenditures which are mainly placed in the control of the 
Ward Trustees ; and it is from these, if from any of the items, 
the savincrs are to be made, that wUl enable the Board to meet 
the necessary appropriations it will be obliged to make to 
furnish the builcungs now in course of erection.

The Executive Committee on Free Academy, respectfully 
report, that in the latter part of January of the present year, 
your Committee received a communication from the Hon. 
John W. Chanler, representative in Congress from the 
Seventh Congressional District, comprising the Eleventh and 
Seventeenth Wards, expressing the desire to confer the, ap- 
pointment of a cadet to the United States Military Academy 
at West Point, upon a pupil of the Public Schools, selected 
from his district, and asking said Committee to act as a 
Board of Examiners in the selection of a candidate for said 
cadetship. Your Committee very cordially accepted the 
proposal of Mr. Chanler, and added to their number James 
M. McLean, Esq., President of the Board of Education, and 
Horace Webster, LL. D., Principal of the Free Academy. 

The Committee thus, constituted, held two meetings for the 
examination of such candidates as might present themselves 
for said appointment, the last meeting having been held on 
Thursday, the 23d day of February ultimo. Eight candi- 
dates presented themselves for examination at this meeting, 
all being residents of the Seventh Congressional District, 
and possessing the other qualifications required by the terms 
of Mr. Chanler's communication, and by the rules of the 
Military Academy aforesaid. 

After an impartial and very thorough examination of the 
candidates in the studies prescribed for admission to said 
Institution, th^ Committee awarded the appointment to 
William C. Hess, a member of the Junior Class of the Free 
Academy. He is a resident of the Seventeenth Ward in 
said Congressional District, and is distinguished for good 
conduct, punctual attendance upon his duties, and high 
standing as a student. The Committee believe that this 
selection will prove creditable to the candidate chosen, the 
Institution of which he is to become a member, and to the 
honorable gentleman through whose agency the candidate 
has been selected by the Examining Committee. 

The Committee would avail themselves of this occasion, 
io exprese their grateful sense of the patriotic and generous 
proposal of the Hon. John W. Chanler, in thus placing at 
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the disposal of a Committee of this Board the selection 
from our public schools of a cadet for so distinguished an 
Institution as the Military Academy at West Point. The 
effect of such instances of appreciation of the value of our 
Pul>lic School system by members of Congress, cannot be 
oth.eirwise than beneficial. It will incite in the pupils a desire 
to profit by the liberal system of public education provided by 
our city, while on the system itself, it reflects the highest credit. 

Your Committee recommend that the Board communicate

The Finance Committee respectfully report, that, in pursu- 
ance of the authority and direction of this Board, the Clerk 
prepared an amendment of the law relative to Common Schools 
in the city of New York, and submitted the same to the Leg- 
islature of the state, which Legislature passed a law relative 
to the subject, on the third day of March last past, a copy of 
which is hereto annexed. 

By the provisions of said act, the last section of the first 
subdivision of the third section of the acts, as amended, rela- 
tive to Common Schools in the city of New York (see page 
21 of the Manual of 1864), is amended by striking out the 
word " five," and inserting the word " eight," thus permit- 
ting the Board of Education to expend three dollars per schol- 
ar more than heretofore, for expenses in instruction, furnish- 
ing, enlarging, and repairing school buildings, &c. Said act 
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;o directs the supervisors of the county of New York to col- 
hy taxation such additional amount as may be required 
year, ov6r and above the amount heretofore reported to 
ci Board. 

TChe whole amount authorized by the amended act to be 
\ed this year, as appears by the sworn returns of the prin- 
cij>a.ls of schools, on file in the office of the Clerk, at the rate 
of three dollars ($3) per scholar, on two hundred and five 
tlxotisand three hundred and thirty-six, would be six hundi*ed 
aixd sixteen thousand and eight dollars ($616,008). The rea- 
sons for procuring an amendment to the law, are too obvious 
and familiar to the Board, to be stated in detail in this re- 
port. It is enough to say that the teachers were inadequately 
paid^ and the enhancpd cost of labor and everything used in 
erecting school buildings and conducting schools, required 
legislation in behalf of the school system. But your Com- 
mittee deem it proper to state that while the whole amount 
of six hundred and sixteen thousand and eight dollars ($616,- 
008) could be expended with great propriety and advantage 
^ the school system, yet the increased tax to be paid by our 
citizens, requires rigid economy on the part of all parties hav- 
^ the control of public expenditures. 
^ Tlxey therefore recommend that the Board of Education 
liDait Iheir application to the sum of four hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars ($450,000), to be expended as set forth in 
*he following form of a report to the Board of Supervisors :

ANNOUNCEMENT OF THE DEATH OP ABRAHAM UNCOLN, PRESIDENT OF 
THE UNITED STATES, AND RESOLUTIONS OF RESPECT TO HIS 
KBHORY. 

Mr. Small rose and said : I rise, Mr. Picbs,id^^^, WOo.^^^- 
ings overwhelmed with deep sorrow at tiie \oft» \\v\^ Ti-aJao^ 

. 18 
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has sustained in the death of its head, the President 
United States. This feeling of sorrow, I believe, permeates 
through every household and every iieart in the nation. But 
a few hours ago, it may be said, the President of the United 
States was enjoying full health ; he was full of life, full of 
vigor, full of energy, but in one moment, by the hand of an 
assassin, he was brought to the door of death. 

On Friday last, the anniversary of the first gun fired in this 
cruel rebellion, the anniversary of that day that saw the Stars 
and Stripes of our country, which had floated on every sea and 
in every harbor, and had been looked up to by the oppressed 
of every clime as the harbinger of peace — that flag was 
stricken down in the dust, and Abraham Lincoln, stretching 
forth his hand, said : " There shall be no peace until that flag 
again waves over the battlement from which it was torn." 
Sir, he lived to witness that day, he lived to know that that 
same flag, worshipped by a free people, was floating again in 
the breeze of heaven on that same battlement from which it 
had been torn. So much had been vouchsafed to him by a kind 
Providence, and as he stood upon the walls of Richmond and 
Petersburgh, looking southward, feeling his heart open, as it 
were, to bring all his erring brethren into the one fold again, 
he thought that he had a work to perform, and his only ob- 
ject and aim was to save them from their errors and bring 
them back peacefully into the Union. But his days were 
numbered ; his life was cut short, and to-day that flag with 
every star perfect, and as bright as the day it was struck, 
that same flag is now his winding sheet ; he lies clothed 
in the habiliments of the grave, with the flag of his country 
wrapped around him. Sir, words cannot express the feelings 
that agitate the heart of every one at this time. Pass 
through our streets, and what do you see ? Sorrow, deep, 
heartfelt sorrow, expressed on every countenance, swelling up 
from every heart and pouring forth from every eye. 

Saturday last was truly a day of gloom throughout our 
country ; we shuddered, we were cast down — and clothed, as 
it were, in sackcloth and ashes ; and, it seemed, when night 
covered us with its pall, as if the very heaven itself partici- 
pated in our grief ; for not a star was visible ; no light from 
the sky visited our earth; but rather the clouds and the 
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heavens shed tears upon our sorrows. Sir, it was a day of grief, 
a day of sorrow ever to be remembered by the American people, 
a day of grief and a day of sorrow that the down-trodden 
and the persecuted throughout the world will look upon with 
regret. I would ask, may we not unite our voices and say : 
" that mine head were waters, and mine eyes a fountain of 
tears, that I might weep day and night for the slain of the 
head of the people." 

With your permission, Mr. President, I would submit the 
following preamble and resolutions : 

WhereaSy In view of the melancholy catastrophe which has 
deprived the nation by a sudden and violent death of its hon- 
ored President, Abraham Lincoln, the members of this Board 
deem it their duty to express their deep sense of the bereave- 
ment sustained by our common country, and their high ap- 
preciation of the patriotic character and eminent services of 
the illustrious statesman thus prematurely stricken down in 
the midst of his usefulness, and in the hour of his country's 
triumph ; therefore 

Besolved, That we deeply sympathize with our fellow-citizens 
throughout the Republic, in the afficting and awful dispensa- 
tion which has thus suddenly plunged the nation into mourn- 
ing, and converted the universal rejoicing for victory and the 
restoration of peace, into sorrow and gloom. 

Eesdved, That in the death of Abraham Lincoln, by the 
hand of a reckless and desperate assassin, we mourn the loss 
of an honest, patriotic, and faithful public servant, whose 
abilities and energies have been signally devoted to the pres- 
ervation and perpetuation of the Union, and who, in the hour 
of triumph over the assailants of its integrity and unity, 
sought to temper justice with mercy, and to extend the olive- 
branch of peace to the deluded abettors of the deadly wrongs 
inflflicted upon our conmion inheritance. 

Besolvedf That, standing as it were by the open grave 
of Abraham Lincoln, a man of the people, kindly and genial 
in character, upright and irreproachable in private life, who, 
when last speaking to the nation, counselled " malice toward 
none, charity toward all," and care of the widows and or- 
phans of the war, we remember how cruelly he was stricken 
down, in the midst of his family and friends, and we turn 
aside from more public considerations to tender our pro- 
found and respectful sympathy to those whose bereavement is 
greater than our own.

Mr. Miller said : I rise to second the resolutions oi 
by the gentleman from the Seventh, and, in doing so, I 
to add my expressions of sorrow for this great nat 
bereavement. A whole nation mrourns — a whole nation 
tears. I have lived, sir, to assist in the obsequies of se 
of the Presidents of the United States who are past 
gone. It has always created a feeling of veneration 
awe, but yet, in all the excitements, in all the sorrows 
I have witnessed in this great city, I never saw wl 
witnessed on Saturday last. 

For eight or ten days previous the wires had been flai 
news of victories. Scarcely a morning but we received 
diflferent points, news that our armies had again g 
glorious successes, and we were about to celebrate 
great and joyous events by a grand demonstration d 
the coming week. Well may it be said that man app 
and God disappoints. Our joy has been turned into so 
and, instead of celebrating the victories over whicl 
have so much reason to be proud, we are called upc 
lament the loss of the President of the United States 
that under circumstances which are lamentable — whic 
disgraceful to the country. By one of the most fiendisl 
diabolical acts that ever was committed, we are depriv 
the head of the nation. All bow with sorrow and hu: 
tion. I have seen none, even those who differed most t\ 
from his views, who did not feel the deepest humiliatioi 
sorrow. I have endeavored to find where history giv( 
a parallel, but there is only one that bears any r 
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blance to it. Julius Caesar, nineteen hundred years ago, 
was assassinated in the senate-house, and, by a singular 
coincidence, he was born on the 12th of July, and assas- 
sinated on the 15th of March. He, like Abraham Lin- 
cob, was a man of the people, and it was singular that, 
after the lapse of nineteen hundred years, a death so sim- 
ilar should occur. Twenty-four hours have given us two 
Presidents of the United States. In the morning of Satur- 
day last Abraham Lincoln was President, at noon Andrew 
Johnson. I can only say that I unite my prayers with the 
wishes that I have heard, that God may guide his hand, and 
his hand guide securely the helm of state. 

" 'Can this be death?' then what is life or death? 
' Speak,' but he spoke not ; * Wake/ but still he slept 
But yesterday, and who had mightier breath — 
A thousand warriors by his word were kept 
In awe : He said, as the Gentoiion saith, 
' Gro !' and he goeth : ' Come,' and forth he stepped. 
The tmmp and bngle till he spake were dumb, 
And now naught left him but the muffled drum." 

Mr. Farr said : Mr. PREsroENT, I feel that it would be 
almost useless to utter a word in addition to what has been 
already said ; the heart swells up and almost forbids utter- 
ance. The emotions of joy and gladness that were exhibited 
in the city during a few weeks past have been such that the 
reaction comes so poignantly that the heart droops and faints, 
and almost refuses to acknowledge that even life is worth, 
seeking after. It is but a short time since that the victories 
of our arms, in the navy and in the field, have followed one 
another in quick succession, and the joyfulness of the people 
over the triumph of right and justice in every victory, espe- 
cially in the surrender by the rebel commander-in-chief to our 
commander-in-chief, was so great that next Thursday was set 
apart for a general rejoicing and a grand celebration. In the 
midst of all these anticipations, in the midst of all this de- 
light and gladness, we hear the sad, the melancholy news 
^at the chief of our nation, while enjoying a few hours of 
pleasant recreation, is assassinated by one of the vilest of 
earth^s creatures. He is stricken down, and a nation, which | 
^e day before was jubilant; over our victoiiea, ^lA ON«t ^Qaa 
Prospect of an early settlement of onx diffic\i\t\ft», \a ^\\ai^^ 
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in the deepest grief. It is sorrowful, indeed, and on more 
points than one. If we contemplate his benevolence, his 
pure, disinterested patriotism, his desire to extend the olive- 
branch — a desire which he has shown in more than one in- 
stance — ^it is sorrowful. It is a sorrowful day for our ene- 
my — I will not say brothers ; I cannot say that — ^but for our 
erring fellow-mortals. They, as well as these United States, 
have lost their best friend. Providence rules in a mysterious 
way ; it is God's doings ; let us bow our heads in submission 
to His decrees. There is not a sparrow falls but He knows it ; 
He numbers every hair of our heads ; He guides and con- 
trols our destinies. Let us, therefore, submit with all Chris- 
tian fortitude and resignation, believing that God is on the 
throne, and that while He reigns all things will be governed 
well. 

Mr. Roosevelt said : I feel, Mr. President, that language is 
inadequate to express, not only my own feelings, but the feel- 
ings which I know are oppressing the heart of every gentle- 
man around me. But at the same time I believe it to be 
right and appropriate that a few words at least should be 
spoken in regard to one who, as much as any soldier on the 
battle-field, has died for his coimtry. And it seems to me 
, that no eulogium can be more appropriate than the words of 
the departed one, his own simple, straightforward, kindly 
and beautiful language upon an occasion somewhat similar 
to this — the dedication of the cemetery at Gettysburg — 
language which we may well appropriate now at this day in 
the dedication of the tomb of him who uttered those words. 
I feel that it is proper that among the last sounds in this 
chamber, as we approach the close of all that we can do to 
testify our sorrow in view of the national calamity, and our 
regard for him who has been so much loved, who has grown 
to be so deeply trusted, in regard to whom every man feels 
as though there were a loss in .his own household — it seems 
to me proper that this chamber should echo once more, per- 
haps for the last time, the language of him whom we mourn, 
and whose eloquent words on that occasion are eminently 
appropriate in application to the present state of things, re- 
membering that he, as truly as any man over Avliose grave 
he was speaking, died for his country. 
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I will read the few words spoken by Abraham Lincoln, at 
the dedication of the cemetery at Gettysburg : 

** Fourscore and seven years ago our fathers brought forth 
upon this continent a new nation, conceived in liberty and 
dedicated to the proposition that all men are created equal. 
Na^^v, we are engaged in a great civil war, testing whether 
tha.'fe natirm, or any nation so conceived and so dedicated, can 
lon.^ endure. We are met on a great battle-field of that war. 
W^ are met to dedicate a portion of it as the final resting- 
pla,c5e of those who here gave their lives that that nation 
mig-lit live. It is altogether fitting and proper that we 
shoxild do this. But in a larger sense we cannot dedicate, 
we cannot consecrate, we cannot hallow this ground. The 
bra.^ve men, living and dead, who struggled here, have con- 
secrated it far above our power to add or detract. The 
wox*ld will little note nor long remember what we say here, 
but it can never forget what they did here. It is for us, the 
living, rather to be dedicated here to the unfinished work 
that they have thus far so nobly carried on. It is rather for 
us to be here dedicated to the great task remaining before us, 
that from these honored dead we take increased devotion to 
that cause for which they here have the last full measure of 
devotion ; that we here highly resolve that the dead shall 
not have died in vain ; that the nation shall under God have 
a new birth of freedom, and that governments of the people, 
by the people, and for the people, shall not perish from the 
earth." 

So it is with us, and if there is one gleam of satisfaction 
or consolation in the gloom which has fallen like a pall upon 
our country, it is that we are here brought together, as men 
are everywhere, with an increased feeling of union and broth- 
erhood that will never desert us, that will leave an ineffa- 
ble trace upon the feelings of our nation. We have but one 
thing to do — ^to resolve, in the words which I have just read, 
that we will make this occasion only another opportunity and 
starting-point ; that we, uniting together, hand in hand, heart 
unto heart, will dedicate ourselves again to that work which, 

• 

interrupted in the hands of the architect who had carried it 
so near to perfection, still leaves us ample opportunity for 
the united effort of our great nation welded together in this 
furnace of affliction. And after quoting these words of Pres- 
ident Lincoln, which may perhaps be called his last words 
upon this subject, I am imable to say more. 
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Mr. Hastie said : It may seem unnecessary to add a single 
word to what has been already uttered, but I feel like ex- 
pressing my feelings on this occasion. On Saturday morn- 
ing, when I read of the assassination, t felt as though one had 
been taken out of my own household ; I would almost say, 
more than when my own mother was taken away. Abraham 
Lincoln was a type of the American people. His one object 
seemed to be, to perpetuate the institutions of this country. 
Many may have differed with him, as they did, but it is a re- 
markable fact that for the last two or three months it would 
seem as if almost every one agreed with President Lincoln, 
and just as he was finishing up his four years* labor the hand 
of the assassin came upon him and he was laid low. 

Two names will stand foremost in the history of this country, 
the one as the savior and the other as the preserver of his coun- 
try. The name of George Washington will go down to fu- 
ture • ages, and that of Abraham Lincoln by his side. His 
desire to save his country, his almost too forgiving spirit, 
are models for us to imitate. I hope that the resolutions will 
be adopted. 

Mr. Murray said : There arc, at times, occasions when, for 
one's own individuaV reputation, it is better to keep silent ; 
occasions, when the grandeur and solemnity of the subject 
before us suggest to every mind thoughts purer and nobler 
than words can express. 

The present is such an occasion. Yet, sir, there may never 
again in my life occur a like opportunity of speaking and 
paying respect to the memory of such a man as we are called 
here to-day to mourn, and as an American citizen I cannot 
refrain from placing on the record a word of tribute to his 
eminent virtues. 

While this is a sad moment, I consider that it is at the 
same time a proud one. As I walked up the streets to-day, 
and saw the sorrowful faces of the immense crowds there 
gathered, and saw waving from every housetop that emblem 
so dear to us, draped in mourning, I felt that in a Republic 
there exists an affection deep and true, toward those who 
govern it. As I saw the wheel of government after the blow 
it received on Friday night last, go round as before, and

that, although at half-past seven we lost a President, at eleven 
of the same morning his place was filled, I felt that this Re- 
• public presented to the whole world a picture that no other 
government could. 

I heard last summer when abroad, from almost every lip, 
that none other than a monarchical government could with- 
stand the shocks of time. We have presented a living refu- 
tation to this fallacy — ^we show that not only can it preserve its 
institutions intact amidst an immense war, and fill its armies 
without a conscript, but that, when its Chieftain is stricken 
do-wn by the hands of an assassin, its machinery moves on, 
like the pe^idulum of the clock, undisturbed and without 
sensation. 

Although I have scarcely seen the late Chief Magistrate 
since he was raised to power, it is possible that I knew him 
before any gentleman present. In 1853, I made a trip to 
Bloomington, Illinois, and while there I was introduced to 
Abraham Lincoln as a prominent member of the Illinois Bar. 
I shall never forget the easy manner with which he greeted 
^^9 and the pleasant interview I had with him. Seated on a 
stone in the most familiar mode, he commenced talkfng upon 
*^® profession as though I were his compeer, and related to 
^^ some of his experiences. I was then impressed with the 
^^li, and long after, when a large portion of the Republican 
par-fcy were dissatisfied, because their favorite. Governor Sew- 
ard, was not nominated, I was convinced that, while in Gov- 
ernor Seward they had a man of great abilities, in Abraham 
hinooln they had a man of whom they need not be ashamed. 
Se has more than fulfilled my judgment and expectations. 

E*or his posthumous fame, he could not have been taken from 
lis at a more favorable moment. Through along night of strug- 
g^®, he had led us to the dawn of the morning of success. It 
is said that in Philadelphia,, in the very Hall where our Decla- 
ration of Independence was first promulgated, he told us be- 
fore his Inauguration, that if, on the basis of that instrument, 
the Union could be restored, he should endeavor to accomplish 
it, hut if not, that he would prefer to be assassinated than to 
restore it on any other principles. 
He lived to see the Union restored upon the basia oil '^XvaX*

instrument, and yet has paid the penalty he had set upon 
failure. 

It is said that the assassin is captured. It may be so. The^ 
mere satisfaction of putting to death that ignominious wretch 
is but little. If allowed to go at large with the mark of his 
crime upon his brow, his punishment will be greater than if 
hung upon the gallows. He will forever be pointed out as a 
wretch who stole behind and put to death a great and good 
man. 

Four years ago the country was plunged into a civil war. 
Differences of opinion arose as to the manner of accomplishing 
one result, but all had the same object in view, the supremacy 
of the laws, the restoration of the government. Four years ago 
we were at the outset ; to-day we are at the end. We started 
hand in hand ; we arrive at the goal hand in hand. Each 
hamlet, each household has laid its sacrifice upon the altar. 
We rejoiced that this had ended, not knowing that the nation 
had yet to lay its sacrifice upon the altar also. We know 
from his own lips, that rather than have failed in what he had 
undertaken to do, he would fall a sacrifice. He has not failed. 
He has made it a great satisfaction to us to be called Amer- 
ican citizens. Republicans and Democrats I We can go into 
a contest at the polls, but when the polls have decided the 
result, we bow to the decision. When any man undertakes 
by force of arms to set up what the polls have not establish- 
ed, we are ready to unite to throw him down, and when any 
man undertakes to dethrone what the polls have put in power, 
we are all ready, if there is a place low enough for him, to 
assist in there placing him. 

The preamble and resolutions were unanimously adopted.

COMMUNICATION FROM THK CITY SUPERINTENDENT. 

The President laid before tho Board the followinjj: com- 
munication from the City Superintendent : 

Department of Public Instruction, 
Superintendent's Office, 146 Grand street. 
New York, April 18, 1865. 

To the Hon, the Board of Education : 

Havinj; deemed it my duty, in the progress of the exami- 
nation of the several schools under the charge of the Board, 
to inquire into the cause of failures on the part of any of the 
teachers for two or more successive years, in attaining to, at 
least, a fair standard of scholarship in their respective class- 
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es, I have cited snch teachers to appear before me and show 
cause, if any they ha<l, why they nnould not bo proceeded 
Tv^ith as incom])otont for the positions they rospectivoly held. 
In several instances, the teachers thus surninornd, havinjj^ 
"failed to adduce any satisikctory cxpbmatioii of their repeated 
delinquency, hav(^, at my sug<»;e8tion, been assigned by the 
Trustees to lower positions, or hav(^ voluntarily resigned. In 
the case of others, final action has been temporarily susjKMid- 
ed on assurances of more faithful discharge of duty. The 
«»!>». 1 Trustees of the several Wards, and the Inspectors and Coni- 
niissioners of the Districts in which the delinquent teachers 
are engaged, have efficiently co-operated with me in these ef- 
forts to elevate the standard of scholai-ship in our schools. 
Failure, hensafter, for two successivi? examinations, to present 
a. (food average class, will be regarded, in the absence of any 
satisfactoiy explanation, as evidence of incompetency suffi- 
cient to waiTant the annulment of the certificate of the de- 
linquent teacher. 

I respectfully recommend the enactment of a by-law fix- 
ing the period of promotions in all the schools and classes at 
or inimt^diately after the regular annual examinations, and 
some period to be designated by the Board, not less than five 
nor more than six mcmths thereafter, the promotions in the 
former case to be made, as far as ])racticable, under the direc- 
tion of the officers of this Department, and in the latter, of 
the Principals of the respective departments, on a careful 
and thorough examination and review. There is much rca- 
eon to believe that promotions are not only too frequently 
made, but in some of our schools, either without examina- 
tion or with a full knowledge that the pupils of classes pro- 
moted were unqualified. In the Male Department of Ward 
School No. 30, Fourteenth Ward, two entire classes, consist- 
ing of sixty-three pupils in average attendance, and compris- 
ing nearly one half of the average number in attendance in 
the entire Department, were found, in December last, at the 
annual examination, of Primary Grades, and deficient even in 
those grades, and those two classes weie then and still are 
taught by Grrammar School teachers. In the Female De- 
partment of the same school, two classes, comprising eighty- 
five out of one hundred and eighty-five pupils in average at- 
tendance, were also of the Primary Grade, and under the in- 
Btruction of Grammar School teachers. 

There are other cases in different portions of the city 
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where promotions are prematurely and improperly made, b"* 
the number thus promoted bear a far less proportion to tl 
whole number of pupils in attendance than in No. 30.

The daily maximum of marks for conduct, which shall in- 
clude punctuality and regularity of attendance, shall be ten, 
and the maximum in each recitation shall be ten. The prod- 
uct of the number of recitations during t\ie "jT^^^dcco^ ^ys. 
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the aggregate, for the French language, one thousand two 
hundred and lunety dollars ($1,290) ; for the German lan- 
guage, two thousand four hundred dollars ($2,400) ; for in- 
struction in music, two thousand and forty dollars ($2,040) ; 
and in drawing, two thousand two hundred and fifty dollars 
($2,250), varying in lesser sums from one hundred and 
twenty doUars ($120) to one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty dollars ($1,920), according to the time of employ- 
ment of the respective parties, some of the teachers being 
employed on two of the studies named, and paid accord- 
ingly. 

The maximum rates paid by the present rules of the 
Board to the regular corps of teachers per hour per week, 
estimated at thirty hours per week, are in the Male Depart- 
ments, for Principals, seventy-five dollars ($75) ; for Vice- 
Principals, sixty dollars ($60) ; for the Male Assistants, forty 
dollars ($40), and for the Female Assistants, twenty-two 
dollars and fifty cents ($22 50). 

In the Female Departments they are, for the Principals, 
forty dollars ($40) ; for the Vice-Principals, thirty dollars 
($30) ; and for the Assistants, twenty dollars ($20). 

In the Primary Departments they are, for the Principals, 
thirty-three dollars and seventy-five cents ($33 75) ; for the 
Vice-Principals, twenty-five dollars ($25) ; and for the As- 
sistants, fifteen dollars ($15). 

It will thus be seen that the special teachers receive a com- 
pensation much exceeding that of the regular corps for the 
time they are employed, and in two instances a sum equal 
to and exceeding that paid to Male Principals of schools, 
whose whole time is required by the duties of the schools. 

On this state of facts, your Committee recommend that the 
resolution do not pass, and ask to be discharged from the 
further consideration of the subject, and submit for adoption 
the following resolution : 

Besolvedy That it is inexpedient to increase the salaries of 
special teachers, and that the Finance Committee be dis- 
charged from the further consideration of the subject. .

COMMUNICATION FROM THE CITY SUPERINTENDENT. 

The President laid before the Board the following com- 
inunication from the City Superintendent : 

City Superintendent's Office, ) 
New York, Sept 6, 1865. f 

To the Honorable the Board of Edtication : 

As the period for re-opening the several Evening Schools 
• is at hand, I beg leave, respectfully, to direct the attention 
of the Board to the expediency of adopting some more strin- 
gent regulations than at present exist in reference to the ad- 
misBion of pupils. 
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Past experience has shown that the efficiency and value of 
the Male Department of this class of schools have been I 
greatly lessened by the attendance of large numbers of chil- 
dren of too tender an age to derive any substantial benefits 
from the instruction afforded, as well as of many pupils of 
the day schools, who have no right to be there at all, but 
who frequently succeed in gaining admission by misrepresen- 
tation^ or a temporary withdrawal from attendance during 
the day. 

Another large class of pupils, in several of these schools, is 
composed of children, and frequently of adults, who have no 
intention of remaining for any length of time, but pass from 
one school to another, or cease attending any, as soon as the 
novelty of the occasion, or their interest or curiosity, has sub- 
sided. While this state of things exists, it is utterly ina- 
practicable to carry out effectually any system or classifica- 
tion of pupils or studies. For a few weeks, a large supply ^f 
teachers is necessary, whose services are in requisition only at 
uncertain intervals during the greater portion of the term, 
but who cannot well be dismissed, as they may at any tina® 
again be needed by a new influx of the same class ot 
pupils. 

This evil can be remedied, in my judgment, only by ^^® 
adoption of a by-law : 1st, excluding all pupils under te^^ f^ 
twelve years of age from the Male Department, as unfit ^^^, 
jects for evening school instruction ; 2d, in the case a* *: 
other minor pupils requiring an introduction by their paitreuiiS 
or guardians, accompanied by a pledge of regular attend^'^^^' 
as far, at least, as may be practicable during the continu.^!?^^ 
of the term ; 3d, in the case of adults, requiring a sir>^"^ 
pledge in writing or otherwise, as the condition of thei^ ^ 
mittance. . 

By these regulations, faithfully carried into eflfect hy" * ? 
Principals of the schools, and the Trustees of the sev?^^^ 
Wards in which they are situated, not only will the effici^^^^ 
of the schools be greatly enhanced, but a fertile sourc^ ^| 
mischief growing out of the injury and destruction of sc^S^^^ 
furniture and apparatus, insults and annoyances to teack*-^^' 
and occasional scenes of riotous violence and confusion^ .p 
avoided. The requisite number of teachers can then e^^^v 
and speedily be ascertained, and greater economy in their ^^" 
ployment be thereby secured. The character of these schcyolSj 
and the progress of improvement in them, will more nearly ^P'

— Reading, of the grade of a Third^Beader, 
with a review of punctuation and Boman numbers, and exer- 
cises on the subject-matter of the lessons ; Spelling and 
Definitions from the reading lessons, with exercises on the 
^formation, spelling and definition of compound and deriva- 
tive words — ^the meaning of words also to be illustrated by 
using them in sentences ; Written Arithmetic, through the 
simple rules and federal money, with practical applications ; 
Mental Arithmetic, as far as in Written Arithmetic, to include 
exercises in the analysis of operations and examples, and in 
rapid calculation without analysis ; Tables — ^weights, meas- 
ures, &c., reviewed, with practical illustrations ; GJeography, 
Primary Geography reviewed, and Outlines of North America, 
including the United States, with definitions, illustrations 
by means of the globe, of the form, magnitude, and motions 
of the earth;. latitude and longitude, &c. 

Fifth Grade. — Beading, of the grade of a Third Eeader 
(latter half), with exercises as in the Sixth Grade ; Spelling 
and Definitions, firom the reading lessons, with the exercises 
of the preceding grade,|continued ; Written Arithmetic, through 
common fractions, with their simple practical applications 
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Mental Arithmetic to the same extent as in Written Arith- 
metic, with exercises in analysis and calculation ; Geography, 
to include a full knowledge of the United States, and the 
other divisions of North America, including Descriptive 
Geography. 

Fourth Orade, — Reading, of the grade of a Fourth Reader, 
with exercises as in the preceding grades ; Spelling and Defi- 
nitions, as in the preceding grades, with instruction in the 
meaning of the prefixes of derivative words ; Written Arith- 
metic, through decimal fractions, and their practical appli- 
cations, with a review of common fractions ; Mental Arith- 
metic, analysis^ of common and decimal fractions, with 
exercises in 'calculation ; Geography, local and descriptive, 
through South America, with a review of North America ; 
English Grammar commenced, the analysis and parsing of 
sentences, containing principal parts and simple word ad- 
juncts, with definitions of the terms used. ^ 

Third Grade — Reading, of the grade of a Fourth Reader 
(latter half), with particular attention to emphasis, intona-^ 
tiohs, and variety of expression, and with exercises on the 
subject-matter ; Spelling and Definitions, from the read- 
ing lessoDS, with exercises in writing miscellaneous words 
from dictation, and instruction in the prefixes and suffixes of 
derivatives ; Written Arithmetic, through the compound 
roles and reduction, with denominate fractions both common 
and decimal ; Mental Arithmetic, a review of preceding 
grades, with exercises in calculation and analysis applied to 
compound numbers and denominate fractions ; Geography, 
both local and descriptive, through Europe and its divisions ; 
English Grammar, the analysis and parsing of sentences, with 
simple phrase or clause adjuncts ; History of the United 
States, early discoveries, and outlines of Colonial History. 

Second Grade, — Reading, of the grade of a Fifth Reader, 
with exercises as in the Third Grade ; Spelling, from reading 
lessons, with exercises in writing miscellaneous words, and in 
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the analyBia and oongtruction of words according to the rules 
for spelling ; Definitions, from reading lessons, with instruc- 
tion in etTmoIogy, including the prefixes, suffixes, and easy 
Latin roots ; Written and Mental Arithmetic, through per-, 
centage and its applications to commission, insurance, stocks, 
and interest, both simple and compound ; Geography, both 
local and descriptive, through Asia, Africa, and Oceanica ; 
English Grammar, the analysis and parsing of easy complex and 
compound sentences, with exercises in the correction of false 
syntax and in composition ; History of the United States, 
through' the War of the Revolution ; Algebra (for. boys only) 
through fractions. 

Firei Orade. — Reading, Spelling, and Definitions, as in 
the Second Grade ; Etymology continued, with the analysis 
of words and their formation from given roots ; Written and 
Mental Arithmetic, for girls, through the Problems of In- 
terest, Discount, Profit and Loss, and Proportion ; for boys, 
through Evolution ; exercises as in the preceding grades ; 
Geography, local and descriptive, reviewed, with outlines of 
Physical Geography, and exercises in map-drawing ; English 
Grammar, the analysis and parsing of sentences of ordinary 
construction, with the correction of false syntax, and exercises 
in composition ; History of the United States, outlines cpm- 
pleted and reviewed ; Astronomy, the solar system, with a 
description of the sun and planets, and definitions of terms ; 
Constitution of the United States and Book-keeping (for 
boys exclusively) ; Algebra (for boys), through simple equa- 
tions. 

Penmanship . shall be taught in each grade of the above 
course. Instruction in sewing may be given in the Female 
Schools. 

Every pupil passing a thoi\)ugh examination in the studies 
prescribed for the Grammar School Course, shall receive a 
certificate of graduation for that course, which shall entitle to 
promotion to the Supplementary Course. 

§ 92. Insert after pursued, " in the Female Grammar 
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Schools/' and from the First Grade, strike out " Etymology," 
and insert " Physiology." After the word composition in
